fession to police th at h e stabbed 
th e life out of little Sh irley Ann 
Woodburn, 6, was q uestioned again 
today as detectives sough t more 
details of th e crime. 
Th e ch ild’s body was found Me­ 
morial Day in a sh allow grave 
on a wooded h ill near h er h ome. 
It bore 28 stab wounds. 
Prosecuting A ttorney Dudley M. 
Outcalt said th at Trent confessed 
h e followed th e ch ild into th e woods 
Sunday and struck h er with a 
piece of tin. 
Sh e ran, h e told 
police, and h e gave ch ase.

ch ase, h e said, h e struck h is h ead 
on a tree. 
“Th is made me mad and wh en I 
caugh t h er I stabbed, and stabbed 
and stabbed,” Trent was q uoted 
as say ing.

—President Roosevelt, in 
a letter 
to Sen. Alva B. Adams, D„ Co lo ., 
today declared th at unemploy ment 
h as grown worse in th e last six 
weeks and urged th at "no restric­ 
tions” be placed in th e $3 ,2 4 7 ,000,- 
000 recovery bill wh ich would im­ 
pede a speedy start of relief pro ­ 
jects. 
Th e President’s communication 
ch allenged 
senate 
oppositionists 
wh o h ave campaigned to earm ark 
funds in th e measure and restrict 
th e ch ief ex ecutive’s powers. 
Mr. Roosevelt told Adams, floor 
m anager for th e spending-lending 
bill th at “if th e government un­ 
dertakes to relieve unemploy ment 
by th e measure now before con­ 
gress th e time element is an essen­ 
tial to success." 
Th e President’s letter was to be 
read to th e senate by Adams. 
Situatio n Wo rse 
Th e President declared th at th e 
“unemploy ment 
situation 
h as 
grown worse” since submission of 
h is relief message to congress six 
weeks ago. 
“It is obvious,” Mr. Roosevelt 
said, “th at undertaking 
projects 
nex t W inter or Spring will not 
contribute to th e serious necessi­ 
ties of th is Summer or Autumn. 
Asserting th at private industry 
may be able to increase employ ­ 
ment later because of spending 
for “deferred needs,” h e said it was 
th e present gap th at th e admini­ 
stration sough t to fill.

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CRISIS RESULT OF STRUGGLE 


ASHINGTON— Nothing has been said 
about it publicly but at the root of 
the relief crisis in Cleveland and Chicago 
is a long-standing struggle between state 
and federal authorities.

1. The persistent effort of state offi­ 
cials to shift the burden of caring for tile 
jobless to federal shoulders, in order to 
hold down state expenditures and taxes,

2. The effort to abolish work relief 
and substitute the dole or as it is more 
euphoniously called, “ direct relief” . 
The desperate troubles of Chicago and 
Cleveland are a graphic illustration of the 
first of these two issues.

TO CURE a sty on tho eye rub 
it with a wedding ring. 
I had this practiced on me pretty 
regularly when I was young with 
my m other’s wedding ring, and I 
can testify that it is purely super­ 
stition and, as a m atter of treat­ 
ment, does no good. 
As a m atter of fact, it is prob­ 
ably harmful. 
The sty is merely 
an infection of one of the hair fol­ 
licles in the eyelid, and it is a 
general principle of surgery that 
em infection should not be irritated 
or rubbed because that will spread 
the pus through the tissues. 
I am frequently asked for a 
remedy to prevent sties. I inherited 
one from an old doctor, which was 
to get a tincture of pulsatilla and 
dip a cam el’s hair brush in it and 
lightly paint the edge of the eye­ 
lids. I told this to an em inent ocu­ 
list on the Pacific coast, who told 
me that for years he had advocated 
using a 5 per cent solution of alco­ 
hol 
in 
water, 
using this 
on 
a 
cam el’s hair brush in the same 
way. 
Since a tincture is simply a 
IO per cent solution of a drug in 
alcohol, 
the 
oculist’s 
remedy is 
probably sim pler and, therefore, 
more correct, and we can assume 
that the pulsatilla can be left out. 
So the real prevention of sties is to 
paint the eyelids with a 5 per cent 
solution of alcohol, using a camel's 
hair brush. 
Cinder In Eye 
Another superstition about the 
eye is that if you get a cinder in

one eye, you should rub the oppo­ 
site eye. 
I do 
not 
know 
whether 
you 
should call this a superstition. 
It 
is a kind of a trick and a very 
rational procedure. 
In the first 
place, rubbing one eye causes tears 
to form in both eyes and the tears 
may wash the cinder out. 
More 
important still is it that if you rub 
the unaffected eye you do not rub 
the eye with the cinder in it and 
so you do not do yourself any 
harm. 
Since we are on the subject of 
superstitions about the eye, we 
should notice the widely held belief 
that when a person becomes blind, 
the other senses are made more 
acute in order to com pensate for 
the loss of eyesight. 
Francis Galton in his ‘'Enquiries 
Into Human F aculty”, investigated 
this and examined a number of 
boys in a large educational blind 
asylum. 
He found that although 
they were anxious to do their best, 
their performances 
were 
by 
no 
means superior to those of other 
boys. 
The blind boys who showed 
the m ost delicacy of touch barely 
reached the m ediocrity of the vari­ 
ous sighted lads of the same age.

papers. 
The report com m ittee, 
it 
w as 
explained, com prised the m unici­ 
pal m arket m aster, the food in­ 
spector, a w holesale produce man, 
a w holesale m eat m an, and a w o­ 
man consum er prom inent in the 
civic affairs of the area. 
These w eekly reports, Mrs. F ra­ 
ser explained, serve the three-fold 
purpose of: Serving as a buying 
barom eter to the housew ife to tell 
her when the peak is reached for 
various produce; preventing 
the 
m erchant from buying In a plenti­ 
ful w'holesale m arket and selling 
on 
a 
scarcity price, and keeping 
perishables m oving throug hout the 
state. 
This state-sponsored consum ers 
bureau, an outg row th of a four- 
year 
experim ental 
county 
con­ 
sum er’s counsel, w as created by 
Gov. Frank M urphy in J anuary, 
1938. The first tax-supported bu­ 
reau of its kind in the country, 
the state consum ers’ bureau is a 
pioneer in attem pting to help the 
consum er buy intellig ently to in­ 
crease the value of hiw purchasing 
dollar. 
Factual inform ation concerning 
the fundam ental requirem ents of 
products to be purchased w'ill be 
m ade available to the consum er 
throug h the bureau’s inform ation 
division. 
The approach to the consum er’s 
problem s is m ade throug h these 
four divisions of the bureau’s ac­ 
tivities: 
1. The service division w'hich op­ 
erates directly wdth the consum er 
and deals w ith his problem s as 
they are reported. 
2. The 
research 
division, con­ 
cerned chiefly with the producer, 
tests various products in an at­ 
tem pt to set a standard of quality 
and specifications and to prom ote 
equitable trade p iactices 
which 
w ill produce equitable prices. 
3. Correlation division, 
w’hich 
bring s tog ether the results of the 
first tw o divisions to work 
out 
.satisfactory 
factual and practical 
results. 
4. Inform ation 
division, 
which 
dissem inates 
and 
publishes 
the 
finding s of the bureau. 
The broad g eneral aim of the 
bureau in its w ork is to prom ote 
co-operation 
betw een 
the 
buyer J 
and the seller wdth the end in ' 
view of settin g up equitable stan d -! 
ards of g rade and quality. Such a 
set of recog nized standards will 
foster confidence betw'een the buy­ 
er and m erchant

ing here as the first 
step 
in 
a 
broad program of the Consum ers’ 
Bureau of the State D epartm ent of 
Agriculture. It is directed by Mrs. 


S. A. Frnaer. 
By means of a consum ers’ m ar­ 
ket report committee, established 
in every wholesale center in the 
state, a weekly m arket report en­ 
titled “Marketing Tips to House­ 
wives,” is prepared each Thursday 
and published in 15 daily news­ 
papers. 
The report committee, 
it 
was 
explained, comprised the munici­ 
pal market master, the food in­ 
spector, a wholesale produce man, 
a wholesale meat man, and a wo­ 
man consumer prominent in the 
civic affairs of the area. 
These weekly reports, Mrs. F ra ­ 
ser explained, serve the three-fold 
purpose of: Serving as a buying 
barometer to the housewife to tell 
her when the peak is reached for 
various produce; preventing 
the 
merchant from buying in a plenti­ 
ful wholesale m arket and selling 
on 
a scarcity price, and keeping 
perishables moving throughout the 
state. 
This state-sponsored consumers 
bureau, an outgrowth of a four- 
year 
experimental 
county 
con­ 
sumer's counsel, was created by 
Gov. Frank Murphy in January, 
1938. The first tax-supported bu­ 
reau of its kind in the country, 
the state consumers’ bureau is a 
pioneer in attem pting to help the 
consumer buy intelligently to in­ 
crease the value of hic; purchasing 
dollar. 
Factual information concerning 
the fundamental requirements of 
products to be purchased will be 
made available to the consumer 
through the bureau’s information 
division. 
The approach to the consumer’s 
problems is made through these 
four divisions of the bureau’s ac­ 
tivities : 
1. The service division which op­ 
erates directly with the consumer 
and deals with his problems as 
they are reported. 
2. The 
research 
division, con­ 
cerned chiefly with the producer, 
tests various products in an a t­ 
tempt to set a standard of quality 
and specifications and to promote 
equitable trade practices 
which 
will produce equitable prices. 
3. Correlation division, 
which 
brings together the results of the 
first two divisions to work 
out 
satisfactory 
factual and practical 
results. 


4. Information 
division, 
which 
disseminates 
and 
publishes 
the 
findings of the bureau. 
The broad general aim of the 
bureau in its work is to promote 
co-operation 
between the 
buyer 
and the seller with the end in 
view of setting up equitable stand­ 
ards of grade and quality. Such a 
set of recognized standards will 
foster confidence between the buy­ 
er and merchant 
desirable 
and 
beneficial to both, the bureau be­ 
lieves.

.ST. PAUL, Ju ne 1 — (UPl 
Friction, bu g-bear of many an in­ 
ventor, 
lias been harnessed by 
Arthu r Lazaru s, of St. Pau l, and 
may be pu t to work with resu lts 
that 
Lazaru s 
believes 
vvill 
be 
“amazing.” 
Lazaru s, working in his home 
workshop, has developed a ma­ 
chine in which friction takes the 
place of coal, oil or gas to produ ce 
low cost heat for homes. 
The St. Pau l inventor displayed 
U. S. patent No, 2,090,873 
and 
forecast the day when his friction 
machine will: 
Heat an average home for less 
than $ 5 a month. 
Provide limitless hot water for 
less than $ 1 monthly. 
Possibly provides low cost energy 
for generating steam power. 
Su pporting his contention that 
he “has something.” Lazaru s ex­ 
hibited a working model of his 
machine for tu rning mechanical 
energy into heat, and a copy of a 
trade magazine which selected his 
device for comment as one of the 
noteworthy patents of the year. 
The new' heating u nit consists of 
a hollow cast iron cone, with ex­ 
ternal heat radiating fins. 
This 
u nit is bolted into a boiler. Within 
the hollow cone is fitted a motor 
driven 
dru m, shod 
with special 
heat and wear resisting lignu m 
vitae. 
The entire device can be operat­ 
ed with a small electric motor, 
Lazaru s said, at 
extremely 
low 
cost. The friction generated by the 
revolving conp is the only "fu el” 
requ ired. 
A 1-3 horsepower motor, operat­ 
ing on a part time basis, keeps a 
50 gallon tank of water constantly 
at any desired temcpratu re in the 
working model. 
Lazaru s believes his device is su ­ 
perior to any present heating ele­ 
ment. 
He ascribes to it freedom 
from fire hazard, freedom from 
gas, smoke, dirt and noise.

RICHMOND, Ind. (U P )—Con­ 
stru ction 
of 
the 
international 
highway between North and Sou th 
America will requ ire United States 
physicians to become proficient in 
the treatment of tropical diseases, 
according to Dr. Herbert C. Clark, 
director of the tropical section of 
the Gorgas Memorial laboratory in 
the Panama Canal Zone, who visit­ 
ed here, 
"It will be possible,” Dr. Clark 
said, “for persons to become infect­ 
ed with yellow fever and be back 
in the United States before com­ 
pletion of the period of incu bation. 
This makes it necessary for physi­ 
cians in the United States to be­ 
come more familiar with tropical 
diseases, 
“The international highway will 
be a greater distribu tor of animal 
and plant diseases than trains and 
airplanes becau se some people will 
travel by bu rros from Sou th Amer­ 
ica to the United States. These 
people vvill not stop for cu stoms 
bu t will travel deserts and across 
cou ntry to avoid them. In so doing

Mo ney Big Pro blem 
Financing of the. vast interna­ 
tional artery

Seattle, 
Wash., with Fairbanks, Alaska, to­ 
day remains ihe sole ou tstanding 
obstacle to realization. 
Dominion government 
spokes­ 
men, never ou twardly opposed to 
the program, have voiced little op­ 
position to an American-financed 
artery throu gh Canadian territory 
beyond stating that

Lazarus, working in his home 
workshop, has developed a ma­ 
chine in w'hieh frU tion takes the 
place of coal, oil or gas to produce 
low cost heat for homes. 
The St. Paul inventor displayed 
U. S. patent No. 2,090,873 
and 
forecast the day when his friction 
machine will: 
Heat an average home for less 
than $5 a month. 
Provide limitless hot water for 
less than $1 monthly. 
Possibly provides low cost energy 
for generating steam power. 
Supporting his contention that 
he “has som ething,” Lazarus ex­ 
hibited a working model of his 
machine for turning mechanical 
energy into heat, and a copy of a 
trade magazine which selected his 
device for comment as one of the 
noteworthy patents of the year. 
The new heating unit consists of 
a hollow cast iron t one, with ex­ 
ternal heat radiating fins. 
This 
unit is bolted into a boiler. Within 
the hollow cone is fitted a motor 
driven 
drum, 
shod 
with special 
heat and wear resisting lignum 
vitae. 
The entire device can be operat­ 
ed with a small electric motor, 
Lazatus said, at 
extremely 
low 
cost. The friction generated by the 
revolving cone Is the only “fuel” 
rf quired. 
A 1-3 horsepower motor, operat­ 
ing on a part time basis, keeps a 
50 gallon tank of water constantly 
at any desired temeprature in the 
working model. 
Lazarus believes his device is su­ 
perior to any present heating ele­ 
ment. 
H( ascribes to it freedom 
from fire hazard, freedom from 
gas, amoke, dirt and noise.

“It will be possible,” Dr. (’lark 
said, “for persons to become infect­ 
ed with yellow fever and be bark 
in the United States before com­ 
pletion <»f the period of incubation, 
This makes it necessary for physi­ 
cians in the United States to be­ 
rend more familial with tropical 
diseases.
